TT is wholesome new.- of the theatre th a t comes 
1 from New York these days, which means it is 
wholesome news for the entire country, inasmuch 
as New York is still the shorn' producing center of 
the country. Producers, actors and public officials 
«are declareu that ?hr filthy show m ust go, and 
ere taking active m easures to see th a t it does *0 . 
and its place filled with productions of high qual­ 
ity. 
It is the public w h i c h has created this con­ 
dition. Julia Marlowe makes this point forcefully 
when she refers to the hundreds of little theatres 
and tboussands of church societies are due 
1*1 
great part to public revolt against indecency on 
the stage. The fact tb s t New York s district a t­ 
torney plans a vigorous campaign to send offend­ 
ing producers to jail m ay be attributed to public 
dem and. 
F ran k Leo Short, president of the American 
T heatre Association, is elaborating a plan to run a 
successful show five days a week and a Shakes­ 
pearean play on the e:xtb. There is no reason to 
believe th a t the Sbakesperean performances, if in­ 
telligently read and artistically presented, should 
not be successful. Nor is there any reason why the 
plays of other m aster-dram atists should not com­ 
pete w ith the Bard of Avon. 
There is no richer field 
in 
literature than 
that of the drama. There is no excuse for vulgarity 
or taw driness in view of the wealth from which 
producer* may choose. 
The public realises this 
and w ants the best T h at is the answer to the pres­ 
ent agitation. 


MOVING TO DISARM 
From the New York Times; 
A 


GAIN the Disarmament Committee cf the Lea­ 
gue of Nations is to meet in March, and Pres­ 
ident Coolidge ha.* let it be known that the United 
States will be once more represented on it. He 
could not well arrive at any other decision. Even 
it he were able to fulfill bis .frequently expressed 
desire to call a fpeci.i! conference 
at Washington 
to discuss naval disarmament, h< could not hold 
this country apart from the other and larger ef­ 
fort. The incident affords one more 
proof 
that 
though this country keeps out of the League of 
Nations, it cannot escape being imbued with the 
ideas of the League 
Into the League’s Covenant 
wa* written the conception and bop*' of interna­ 
tional disarmament. It was placed there by an 
American pen, and was wholly 
in accord with 
American ideas as often expressed 
officially and 
solem nly voted by congress. We cannot deny our 
own. To refuse to take part in any attempt any­ 
where to bring about the reduction of armament* 
would be for the United States an act of incon­ 
sistency and repudiation of its own past record. 
Opponents of 'artous projects of disarmament 
past and present, have been plucking up courage 
to offer arguments. One of these is that the Wash­ 
ington conference is now a demonstrated failure, 
since there is a great stir about building new cruis­ 
ers in different navies. Yet the fact remains that 
the main achievement of that conference stands 
today secure. By drastically cutting 
down 
the 
number of battleships allowed 
each nation the 
possibility of aggressive warfare on a large scale 
la eliminated. That still continues to conduce to 
the peace of the world. Another argument is that 
the expenses of government have risen so high in 
all countries that a m ere cutting down of the mil­ 
itary budgets would not greatly relieve the tax­ 
payer. But the reasons for disarmament are not 
w holly economic. They are largely moral. What 
it is designed to produce is the sense of security 
without great armaments and confidence among 
nations in the good in ten tio n s and the honor of 
their neighbors. 
The whole movement 
has 
been visibly and 
powerfully re infer, ed by the agreements w rought 
out 
and vet to be executed between France and 
Germany. Nor can there be any doubt that the en­ 
trance of Germany into the League 
has given a 
q u ;fr new urgency 10 the appeal for disarmament. 
Hers is compulsory under the Versailles Treaty. 
T hat of the others has to be voluntary. But how 
can they refuse it in th a t spirit, of equajity among
